says: Congressmen who have returned 
•to Wasbiugtou report a

It is reported that Pres- 
ident Arthur has been for some time of 
<£he opinion that Lincoln was the most 
available candidate. Besides, the nom- 
ination of Lincoln would not be without 
credit to the present Administration, es- 
pecially as it is pretty well understood 
that Arthur has no idea of being his 
own successor. He is reported as being 
quite ready to help Lincoln. 


A Paradise correspondent of the \Yiri' 


uemucca Silver State under date of Dec. 
12th, writes as follows: At no time 
within the last ten years have the pros- 
pects been so good for either the farmer 
or the miner. Since the new strike in 
the Bullion mine the Sedan mill has 
been running day and night with a full 
forde, and at a profit that would make a 
Comstooker think he had struck a bo- 
nanza and it was time for a siock water- 
ing job. The mine arid mill are both 
tinder the management of J, V. Mc- 
Curdy, an old and experienced Com- 
atooker, and to his credit, be it said, 
that a new order of things kasi trans- 
pired under his management. The 
farming interests are also looming lip. 
Barley has advanced to $1 25 per 100 
pounds, and flour will be sure to ad- 
vance to $4 before Spring. 
There are 


several large teams from Silver City, 
Idaho, waiting here for flour, but the 
Silver State mills have shut down for 
repairs, and the new Farmers' mill has 
stopped to eu'arge the ditch, so that 
^there will be no surplus of flour at either 
mill this Winter. Wheat is higher in 
.California than here, and we see no 
good reason why the farmers should not 
put another quarter on the bushel of 
wheat, as they need have uo fear of the 
railroad monopoly at present prices in 
California.

•IJB COUNTRY. 


In an Eastern almanac tra find an ed- 


itorial resume of affairs in the United 
States, in which the writer satisfactorily 
exults over the fact that "no natioa or 
country on the globf has, within the 
present century, progressed BO- rapidly 
in \realth, population, and general in- 
telligence, as the United States. At the 
beginning of the century the Union con- 
sisted of nineteen States, two Territor- 
ies, and the District ol Columbia, and 
the total population was a little over five 
millions. The inhabited area stretched 
from Maine to Georgia, and extended 
inland about 300 miles from the Atlantic 
seaboard. Widely separated from each 
other by distance and natural barriers, 
the principal cities were few in number 
and small in size; while ovei the im- 
mense tract of country the agricultural 
population was sparsely scattered. The 
quickest way of traveling was in sailing 
vessels, while land traveling was tedious, 
tiresome and difficult, as there were few 
good roads, and the only means of loco- 
motion was by carriage, stage-coach, 
horseback, or on foot. Manufactures 
were few and undeveloped; few books 
or newspapers were published, and very 
little of the vast West had been ex- 
plored. 


The invention of the steam engine by 


Watt, in 1773, and the improvements in 
the methods of preparing and manufac- 
turing cotton, invented by Whitney, 
Hargraves, Arkwrighfc, Crompton and 
Cartwright, gave such an impetus to 
progress that a new era may be said to 
have begun. Since then there has fol- 
lowed a succession of great inventions, 
which in their results have changed the 
face of the earth and revolutionized 
society. Many of thesa inventions or- 
iginated in this country, iind have all 
been here brought to a high state of 
perfection and practical application. 
The first successful steamboat, the in- 
vention of Fulton, steamed up the Hud 
sou from Now York to Albany in 1807; 
the first steam railroad in the country 
for passengers was opened in 1830; the 
electric telegraph, invented by Morse, 
went into operation in 1844; the first 
Atlantic cable was laid in 1851, and the 
telephone, invented by Bell, was first 
really successful in 1877. 
Of sewing 


machines, agricultural implements, gas, 
electricity nnd the immense improve- 
ments in all kind of machinery and ap- 
pliances there is no need to speak. 


At the present time the United States 


comprises thirty-eight States and nine 
Territories, including the District of 
Columbia, and has a total population of 
more than fifty millions. The whole 
continent from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, and from the St. Lawrence to the 
Gulf of Mexico, is now under the con- 
trol of our government, aud many por- 
tions of this extensive territory are 
thickly settled, while the settlement of 
the outlying portions is rapidly going 
on. 
Lines of railroad traverse the 


settled portions of the country in all 
directions—at the end of 1881 of a total 
length of 102,274 miles—and new lines 
are being continually projected, especi. 
ally into the unsettled sections, thus 
bringing these regions into easy com- 
munication with the rest of the country 
and rendering them desirable for settle- 
ment. By means of telegraph and tele- 
phone space and time are annihilated, 
and with their assistance the news- 
papers bring to us each day an epitome 
of the daily history of the nation and 
the world. 
The advances made iu 


scientific discoveries, in the quality and 
amount of popular education, in labor- 
saving machinery, in better methods of 
prison regulation, in sanitary arrange- 
ments, in the comforts and conveni- 
ences of life, and in almost all depart- 
ments, have been altogether unprece- 
dented. 


What the future will bring forth is 


concealed from us. Since the inven- 
tion of the telephone and phonograph it 
i^ prosuuiptiou to daro assort the im- 
possibility of any achievement. Unde- 
veloped possibilities lie in the applica- 
tion of electricity, and there are doubt- 
less forces o{ nnture with which we are 
at present unacquainted, which, when 
known and applied, may bring results 
so astounding as to be beyond the 
flights of our imagination, and, while 
advances are made in all material con- 
veniences, let us hope that the science 
of our political government and of civil 
society shall havo kept pace with other 
advances aud improvements,"

2Vew Mint Regulations. 


The regulations governing the Mints 


and assay offices have been amended, 
so that on and after the 1st of January 
no charge at the assay office will be 
collected from depositors of gold for the 
transportation of their bullion to the 
Mint, for the coinage cost of which, 
under the provisions of the existing law, 
as construed by the Director of the 
Mint and the Secretary of the Treasury, 
is required to be paid from the appro- 
priation for freight on bullion and coin 
between the Mints and assay offices.
